SEED BED FOR ALFALFA. 


Small Seed and Delicate Nature of 
Plant Require Compact Soll, 
When alfalfa is grown on eorn or 
potto ground the preparation of the 
seed bed is a comparatively simple af- 
fair, writes IL R. Waldron of the 
North Dakota experiment station. 
The land should be disked in the 
spring and worked with a peg tooth 
harrow. AYter disking and harrowing, 
the ground should be worked occa- 
slonally during the spring with disk 
and harrow, in order to conserve the 
motsture and to kill the young ger-

If alfalfa ls t@ be grown after a crop 
of small grain the land should be fall) 
plowed. The fall plowing allows the 
seed bed to become more compact 
than spring plowtng and, in addition, 
aids in conserving mosture. The fall 
plowing should be worked tn 
spring In much the same manner as 
the corn or potato ground. Alfalfa may 
be grown upon summer fallow, though 
this probably has no advantage over

Marsh Hay Is Good For Use as a| 
Mulch—Way to Keep Celery. 

As soon as the ground freezes mulch 
the strawberries. Use a light, coarse) 
material that will not pack down too| 
closely and thus smother the plants, 
Marsh hay 1s excellent for this pur 
pose, as it contains few seeds. 

Last winter I kept celery in the frult 
cellar nearly all winter, At harvest ( 
dug the plants, leaving considerable 
soil on the roots, removed them to 
a dimly lighted corner of the cellar 
and packed them closely, A little ad- 
ditional soil was packed ip among the 
roots, and the plants were then thor- 
oughly watered, taking care not to wet 
the tops or get any bo the heart of the 
plant. Every three weeks during the 
winter it was thoroughly watered, [t 
kept perfectly and continued to grow 
slowly throughout the winter. — Pro- 
fessor Wright, Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, in American Agriculturist,

Among the Animals. 


For some years past a number of 
dairymen in Australia have adopted the 
practice of blanketing cows during wet 
and cold weather. The results tn every 
case are spoken of as being highly 
satisfactory. 

Keep the horseshoes well tightened 
on the hoofs now, as this Is the time 
of year they are most, frequently lost 
by being loosened tn the mud or snow 
or because of long usage. They ure 
too high priced to be lost, and, besides, 
a loose shoe injures the hoof and is @ 
hindrance to the animal tn travel. 

When ap ewe drops her lamb put her 
{n a small pen for two or three days or 
until the lamb ts strong enough to fol- 
low the flock, Examine the udder and 
teats to see that they are not fevered, 
If the lamb !s unable to consume all 
the milk for a few days the ewe should 
be milked out at least once each day.

WINTER POULTRY CARE, ° 


Precautions Needed to Bring the Bid- 
dies Through In Good Shape, 

In the first place the general poultry 
house, where all but the latest broods 
will necessarily be much confined dur- | 
ing storms and severe cold, should 
have a thorough going over. 

If the floor bonrds have warped, 
leaving wide cracks, especially in the 
places where the feeding is done, these 
should be filled In to secure greater | 
warmth and especially to prevent the 
grain from falling through and attract- 
ing rats. Window glass that has been 
broken should be reset, not replaced | 
with a board or shingle, since the 
fowls will need all the sunshine from 
every direction that can reach them, 
Then tf it is possible give the walls 
and celling a thick coat of whitewash, | 
which will seal up all mites and other 
vermin larboring in erevices, neu- | 
tralizing d\sease germs of every kind 
and help to keep the alr sweet and | 
wholesome, and will besides add very 
much to the light and cheerfulness 6f 
the Inclosure, | 

The perches should be Improved by 
scraping, smoothing and treating with | 
coal oll, especially at the ends that | 
rest in the sockets, The nest boxes, 
too, should have all the old litter taken 
out and be thoroughly brushed before 
being refilled with short straw or 
drief lawn clippings, at the bottom of 
which tn such a box It Is a good plan | 


| to place a handful of tobacco stems or | 


layers of red cedar twigs, which will 
assist in keeping the hens clear of lice. 

A slaable dusting box must be pro-

Expose the baits at 
night and in the morning gather up 
and destroy the snails clinging to them 
Iime scattered about the cellar will 
repel the snails, also salt. Bits of
